SecTioN 1. Sections 316.30 to 316.38 of the statutes, which
were repealed by Chapter 270, Laws of 1929, are hereby re-en-
acted as they appear in the Wisconsin Statutes of 1927. All
proceedings had pursuant to said sections during the time they
were repealed shall be as valid as though said sections had never
been repealed.

CHAPTER 503.

AN ACT to amend subsection (2) and to create paragraph (e)
of subsection (2) of section 29.52 of the statutes, relating to
private fish hatcheries.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Subsection (2) of section 29.52 of the statutes is
amended to read: (29.52) (2) The term ‘‘private fish hatch-
ery,”” * * * covering private fish hatcheries already regis-
tered with the conservation commission, includes only private
ponds with or without buildings, used for the purpose of propa-
gating fish and located as follows:

(a) At the headwaters of or along a stream for a distance of
not to exceed one mile, on private land possessed and controlled
by the owner or owners of such hatchery.
